SWIFTLY AFTER 
3 ARE INJURED

Justice moved with lightning-lika 
rapidity at York Springs, Saturday, 
following an automobile accident in 
which three 
persons were seriously 
injured. 
W. L. Nelson, of Washington, D. C.,
